“He leaves a massive gap 
in the family, and commu¬ 
nity, and it will take along 
time for us to get over what 
has happened.” 

Mr Golding was born and 
raised in Kidderminster. 

He attended King Charles 
School in the town before 
leaving to help his father at 
the pub. 

At the age of 18 he took 
over the running of the pub.

Anniversary of train that 
brought people together 



BRIDGNORTH’S cliff railway 
which is marking its 120th 
anniversary, had quaint and 
quirky origins. 

In what must count as a piece of Victorian 
market research, local councillor RH Harri¬ 
son engaged somebody to count the number 
of people using the Stoneway Steps in Bridg¬ 
north, the steep path linking Low Town 
with High Town. 

His researcher found that on Saturday, 
April 7, 1888, there were 3,114 people 
moving up and down between 9.15am and 
10pm. On Easter Monday 1888, he counted 
again, and this time there were around 
1,234 between 7am and 8pm. It meant that 
Bridgnorth folk were getting an awful lot of 
exercise. 

However good tackling the 200 or so steps 
may have been for their health, there were 
prominent townsfolk who had long aspired 
to do something that would bring the Low 
Towners and the High Towners together, 
unifying the community. 

Celebration 

Armed with this data, Councillor Harri¬ 
son convened a public meeting at which 
there was agreement that it was most desir¬ 
able that there should be a lift linking Low 
Town and High Town. 

The dream came to fruition 120 years ago, 
on July 7, 1892, with the opening of Bridg¬ 
north’s Castle Hill Railway - now more 
usually known as Bridgnorth Cliff Railway, 
but known for a long time after its opening 
simply as “The Lift”. 

It was a day of celebration for the town. 
All the shops were closed, and there was a 
general holiday. 

Today people can still make the short, 
scenic trip on England’s oldest and steepest 
inland electric funicular railway, 201ft long 
with a vertical rise of 111ft, and an incline of 
33 degrees. At first, the fare was one old 


penny. By 1934 it was still only 2d (that’s 
roughly lp) for a return ticket. In 1971, it 
had climbed to 3p (around 7d) return. Today 
it costs £1.10 return, with children under six 
travelling free. 

Since 1943 it has been electrically- 
powered but the original system was 
hydraulic. A ballast tank in the top car 
would be filled with water, causing it to 
descend and pull up the car at the bottom, 
which had been emptied of its water. 

The railway’s only fatal accident was on 
May 5, 1943. Harold Howes, 36, of Bridg¬ 
north, the engineer attendant and propri¬ 
etor for 15 years, was working near the top 


station on one of the cars when it broke loose 
and crashed to the bottom, taking him with 
it. 

A minor mishap during a test on April 30, 
1933, threatened the future of the railway. 
One of the cars overran, and was slightly 
damaged at the top station. 

A period of closure followed, during which 
Bridgnorth fretted, and it appears that the 
town council considered buying it to get it 
running again, but found it had no powers. 

Salvation came as Alderman JF Myatt, 
governing director of the Crown and Raven 
Hotels Ltd, Bridgnorth, bought it, and it 
began running again on May 19, 1934, 


although one correspondent described the 
first journey as “somewhat spasmodic”. 

The railway is now owned by Dr Malvern 
Tipping and his family from Suffolk, who 
bought it last year, having never previously 
visited Bridgnorth. Dr Tipping says: “We 
are enamoured with the town and have 
fallen in love with it.” 

The railway is popular, with passenger 
numbers varying depending on the weather 
and local events, from a few hundred on a 
quiet day to some 2,000 on a sunny bank 
holiday. There are typically between 200 and 
250 trips a day, and nine full-time staff.

Mr Johnson replaces Ch 
Supt Keith Baldwin, who 
has retired after 30 years 
service. 

He will be responsible for 
policing the whole of the 
Dudley local policing unit, 
which services Dudley 
North and South, Hale¬ 
sowen and Stourbridge. He 
has 25 years service in the 
force, and started his career 
in Wolverhampton. 

More recently, he has been 
responsible for local policing 
across the Dudley borough. 
Last month, he was the UK 
Police Commander for the 
European Football Champi¬ 
onships. 

He said: “I am delighted to 
be taking up this position 
and look forward to continu¬ 
ing to work with our local 
communities. 

“Without doubt there are 
many challenges ahead but 
we will strive not only to 
maintain, but to improve 
our service by building on 
the good work that is already 
being done locally and in 
partnership with many dif¬ 
ferent agencies.”

unanimous welcome for big 
town redevelopment scheme 


PLANS for a major regeneration 
project in Kidderminster which 
will include up to 250 new homes, 
shops and industry, have been 
approved. 

The outline proposal for the site of the 
former British Sugar factory will create 400 
jobs when it is finished. Wyre Forest District 
Council’s planning committee unanimously 
backed the plan. 

The proposal, put forward by the St 


Francis Group, is for the new homes, a hotel, 
railway station, business units, restaurant 
and care home on the Stourport Road site. 

It would replace disused land last used for 
industrial purposes in 2002. 

The scheme has already had support from 
the government, which has alloctaed 
£2.5million toward a link road at the 67-acre 
site. 

Councillor Marcus Hart welcomed the 
plan. He said: “Residents have been asking 
for a long time what we are going to do about 


this site, well this could be the answer. 

“This is at the heart of our town’s regen¬ 
eration. 

“There are things in the application 
which are not quite perfect, but overall I am 
delighted to support it.” 

Support was given from every councillor, 
although there was some concern about the 
number of affordable homes proposed. 

The national guideline for a new develop¬ 
ment is 30 per cent of the new homes should 
be affordable, but St Francis Group has pro¬ 


posed 12 per cent for the site due to financial 
constraints. 

Concerns were also raised about access to 
the site, which would be from two junctions 
on Stourport Road. 

But under the outline plan a railway halt 
could be created for the Severn Valley 
Railway and potentially be linked up to the 
national rail network. 

Planning officer Julia Mellor said the next 
step would be for the applicant to submit a 
full planning application.

STOURPORT building firm 
Thomas Vale Construction 
has been chosen as Birming¬ 
ham Science Park’s joint 
venture partner for the £35 
million Digital Plaza devel¬ 
opment in Birmingham. 

The first building has an 
estimated construction cost 
of £7.5 million and is 
expected to take 12 months 
to build. 

The Science Park’s flag¬ 
ship Faraday Wharf build¬ 
ing will be upgraded and 
linked to the new iCentrum 
building via a bridge.

Maroon 5 - Overexposed 

AN ironic title for the Los 
Angeles group’s fourth 
studio album, seeing as 
Moves Like Jagger has 
become one of the best¬ 
selling singles of all time and 
frontman Adam Levine a 
star judge on the US version 
of The Voice. 

They started as a rock 
band but have become 


steadily poppier until they 
now make bright and brash 
ear candy achieved by col¬ 
laborating with the folks 
who work with Britney 
Spears, Katy Perry and 
Beyonce.

And for those new to the 
band, the record company 
has tacked on a faithful 
version of Moves Like 
Jagger done in the studio for 
The Voice US and again fea¬ 
turing Christina Aguilera. 

Sigur Ros - Valtari 

ONE part Elbow to nine 
parts Pink Floyd, then chill 
to below zero, that’s the 
recipe for Sigur Ros - Ice¬ 
landic creators of hazy, 
elegant mood music. 

On Valtari they take their 
symphonic sound to spiri¬ 
tual levels, way beyond the 
reach of most rock bands. 
This is especially apparent 
with the choral harmonies of 
what, in the absence of Ice¬ 
landic letters on my key¬ 
board, I shall have to refer to 
as track five. 

This music has a slow 
bleak beauty which makes 
the fact that the lyrics are 
sung in Icelandic irrelevant. 

You don’t so much listen 
to Valtari as dissolve into it.

Man who carried out string 
of burglaries is sent to jail 


A MAN who burgled businesses 
and homes in Worcestershire, 
Herefordshire and the West Mid¬ 
lands has been sent to prison for 
six and a half years. 

Roy David Wallace, aged 44, of Lingard 
Close, Nechells, Birmingham, appeared at 
Worcester Crown Court for sentencing after 
previously admitting eight charges of bur¬ 
glary, an attempted burglary, theft of a car in 
Redditch and dangerous driving during a 


police pursuit which followed a burglary in 
Kidderminster. 

He received sentences totalling six years 
for the burglaries, attempted burglary and 
theft charges, with a further consecutive six 
months for dangerous driving. 

The court heard that some of the burgla¬ 
ries were at businesses in Redditch and 
Aston, Birmingham, while others involved 
homes in Worcester, Cofton Hackett, 
Grafton in Hereford, and Kidderminster. All 
the offences took place between March and 


November last year. The first was at 
Hydraforce Hydraulics Ltd in St Stephens 
Street, Aston, in the March, when he broke 
in and took a Ford van. 

In September he burgled three commer¬ 
cial premises in Redditch. He stole jewellery, 
cash, electrical goods and car keys from 
homes in Hereford. Then in November he 
took a watch and jewellery after breaking 
into a house in Cornmeadow Lane, Worces¬ 
ter. Three days later, he and another man 
stole jewellery, electrical and household 


goods from a house in Cardinal Drive, Spen- 
nells, Kidderminster, but were disturbed by 
a woman returning home who took down 
part of the registration of their getaway car. 

Police spotted the car on the A449 at 
Ombersley and after a 30-minute pursuit it 
was stopped on the A441. 

The other man involved in the Kidder¬ 
minster burglary, who cannot be named for 
legal reasons, received a 10-month sentence 
for that and other offences.

A resort beyond pier 



From pier to eternity - Southport’s pier is the UK’s second longest at 1,216 yards 



Take a New Orleans style paddle boat ride Plenty of retail therapy opportunities on 
on the Southport Belle on the Marine Southport’s long Lord Street with its 
Lake, the Ramada Plaza Hotel beyond elegant Victorian arcades 


SOUTHPORT boasts the 
oldest iron pier in the UK 
and it is the country’s 
second longest (after 
Southend), which you will 
well believe after the 
bracing 1,216 yard walk to 
its slot machines at the 
end. 

But don’t expect to hear 
the waves lapping beneath 
your feet, the tidal range of 
the Irish Sea here is so 
massive that you may have 
to peer from the end of the 
pier to see the white-topped 
breakers in the distance. 

However, that does mean 
one heck of a big beach, that 
gives the locals their nick¬ 
name of Sandgrounders. 
And if you don’t fancy the 
long walk back, there is a 
pier tram or, for the less self- 
conscious, a toy town train. 

Fifteen miles north of Liv¬ 
erpool and just over two 
hours by car from the West 
Midlands, Southport has 
given itself the title 
England’s Classic Resort. It 
does have Victorian elegance 
alongside the bucket-and- 
spade trappings. 

The long, tree-lined and 
flower-festooned Lord 
Street is said to have 
inspired the boulevards of 
Paris. The future Napoleon 
III of France did spend time 
in exile in Southport before 
his triumphant return to 
Paris, where he cleared 
medieval streets to make 
way for wide tree-lined thor¬ 
oughfares. 

Lord Street has lots of 
canopied shops with several 
old style shopping arcades, 
of the sort 1960s planners 
foolishly destroyed in many 
other towns. One of them, 
The Royal Arcade, includes 
a massive antiques/bric-a- 
brac market covering 


30,000ft over two floors. 

The oldest part of South- 
port, Churchtown, pre-dates 
the resort and its thatched 
cottages have been turned 
into tea rooms, restaurants 
and independent shops. 
Nearby is the restful Botanic 
Gardens including an 
unusual, grotto-like Victo¬ 
rian fernery. 

Tattoo 

The receding coastline 
means the town’s Prome¬ 
nade is now alongside the 
large saltwater Marine 
Lake, on which a Mississippi 
style paddle boat cruises. 

New land on the seafront 
has been turned into charm¬ 


ing parkland and 
retail/leisure park Ocean 
Plaza, including a modern 
cinema and ten pin bowling. 

Probably the town’s most 
unusual attraction is the 
Tattoo Museum on Princes 
Street. More than 5,000 
tattoo artefacts are 
crammed into a working 
tattoo artist’s shop, includ¬ 
ing the earliest machines 
and designs dating back to 
Victorian times. Because 
they own the designs, they 
can give you one of those 
vintage tattoos. 

The success of Sefton’s 
golf coast - five champi¬ 
onship links courses within 


a 10 minute drive - has seen 
the arrival of new hotels, 
including the four star 
Ramada Plaza Southport. 

It is part of an imposing 
modern lakeside complex on 
The Promenade, including 
the town’s main theatre and 
conference centre.

London is on track 
for a fantastic event 
I 


f the comedian Bill Bailey is to be believed, the 
Olympics opening ceremony is going to be the 
most excruciating cringe-fest in our history. He 
foresees an “inflatable Churchill bobbing down the 
Thames” and a “huge animatronic Yorkshire 
pudding” in the middle of Wembley Stadium. And 
that’s before the ribbon-cutting Boris Johnson is 
allowed access to scissors. 

Go on, admit it, you wouldn’t be surprised if those 
things were actually involved, would you? After all, 
we have no real idea what to expect when the eyes 
of the world turn upon us. All we can hope is that it 
isn’t like our childhood backyard firework displays, 
when we got all worked up and excited, only for the 
rock to go “pfft” and then go out. 

But let’s not be cynical or pessimistic. Let’s get 
enthusiastic. This could be the greatest show on 
earth, and given that Oscar-winner Danny Boyle is 
behind the whole thing, it will at least be ambitious 
and grand in scope. 

All we really know is that his vision will be unlike 
anything we’ve ever seen before. For a start, the 
Olympic Stadium will be transformed into the “British 
countryside’.’A cast of 10,000 volunteers will help 
recreate country scenes, against a backdrop 
featuring farmyard animals and landmarks. 

And the opening scene of the £27m ceremony will 
be called “Green and Pleasant’,’ according to Boyle. 

He added the show would create “a picture of 
ourselves as a nation.” 


“The best way to tell that story is through working 
with real people,” said Boyle, who has even reserved 
a role for NHS nurses in proceedings. 

The set will feature meadows, fields and rivers, with 
families taking picnics, people playing sports on the 
village green and farmers tilling the soil. 

Real farmyard animals will be grazing in the 
“countryside” with a menagerie of 70 sheep, 12 
horses, three cows, two goats, 10 chickens, 10 
ducks, nine geese and three sheepdogs. 

One billion people worldwide are expected to watch 
the opening ceremony. 

The world’s largest “harmonically-tuned” bell, 
weighing 23 tonnes and measuring 2m tall x 3m 
wide, will ring inside the Stadium to start the 
Shakespeare-inspired spectacle, featuring 900 
children from the six Games host boroughs. 

We also know that the panorama also includes two 
mosh-pits, representing the Glastonbury festival and 
the Last Night of the Proms, while the music - if 
recent reports are to be believed - is an eclectic 
selection ranging from the Beatles to the Monty 
Python theme tune. Yep, there’s that cringe factor 
rearing its head again! 

The performance is followed by the athletes’ parade, 
in which more than 200 countries are represented. 
Then the Queen will carry out the official opening, 
before the arrival of the Olympic flame, when the 
identity of the final torchbearer will be revealed.

Compact SUV has versatility that is hard to ignore 




NOW IN its third generation, Mit¬ 
subishi’s Outlander has gradually 
evolved from left-field alternative to 
a compact SUV to something with 
the potential to give the current crop 
of affordable mid-size sports utility 
vehicles something to worry about. 

With its streamlined stance and decidedly 
upmarket styling, Mitsubishi bosses are bullish 
about this Outlander’s performance in the mar¬ 
ketplace. Being realistic, Mitsubishi in the UK is 
offering a diesel-only fleet complete with four- 
wheel drive as standard. 

The only major decision to make is whether to 
go with the firm’s six-speed manual transmis¬ 
sion or the six-speed auto. 

In isolation this Outlander is a welcome step 
forward from the Japanese car maker. 

However, internally this model is more signif¬ 
icant than the average buyer will ever appreci¬ 
ate. A cornerstone of the firm’s new model plans 


for the coming years, not only has the Outlander 
been the subject of a significant weight-loss pro¬ 
gramme - 100kg - it’s also been designed from 
the outset to accommodate both conventional 
engines and the new wave of plug-in hybrid tech¬ 
nologies. 

For now, though, the Outlander symbolises a 
significant step forward in its own right. 

The weight reduction has been achieved 
without any compromise to the ownership expe¬ 
rience, while the reward for the engineers’ hard 
work has been meaningful efficiency and emis¬ 
sions gains. 

The sole engine option will be familiar to Out¬ 
lander fans as it’s a modified version of what was 
in the second-generation car. 

The 148bhp 2.2-litre diesel unit has been 
reworked for its new home, with the result a 
useful 50mpg and a sub-150g/km C02 rating. 

From a performance angle the car will sprint 
to 60mph in just under 10 seconds, while top 
speed is 124mph. 

Both gearboxes deliver a smooth and hassle- 
free experience, with the auto offering the extra 
convenience for urban dwellers and those 
seeking fewer distractions when towing. 

On the road the Outlander performs well, and 


comes across as a genuinely competent all- 
rounder. There’s a welcome maturity to the way 
it drives, and body control is well contained and 
overall refinement is pleasingly high. 

Granted, there’s no escaping the fact that the 
Outlander is diesel powered, but the car’s cabin 
ambience is rarely disturbed by the engine’s 
activity when at sensible speeds. 

Factor in an easy-to-use all-wheel drive 
system that offers extra grip when the weather 
turns foul or for added security when you’re 
towing and the Outlander’s versatility is hard to 
ignore. 

This is an attribute also reflected in the car’s 
ability to accommodate a growing family. 

Mitsubishi’s engineers are keen to stress that 
the inclusion of a third row of seats turns the car 
into a genuine seven-seater. 

Boasting a stylish, streamlined appearance 
plus a revised cabin offering a much-needed and 
welcome high-quality ambience, this third gen¬ 
eration Outlander does many things right. 

The substantial weight saving, promise of 
generous kit levels and tangible running cost 
savings are just some of the other achievements 
likely to put the Outlander on the shopping lists 
of many buyers.
